SENSATIONAL REFUTED 


Danville’s Claim for $800,000 Is Pro- 
nounced Absurd— The Case 
Still On. 


CHARGES 


Macon, Ga., March 24.--(Special.)— 
The Central railroad receivership case 
came up for a hearing this morning at 
4 o'clock, before Judge Don Pardee 
and District Court Judge Emory Speer. 
Judge Fardee is here by special iuvita- 
tion of Judge Speer, and has charge of 
the case. 

The hearing occupied all of the morn- 
ing. After the noon bour argument was 
commenced by Daniel Rountree, of Atlan- 
ta. At 3 oclock court adjourned until 
tomorrow morning when Mr. Rountree 
will resume his argument. He will pfob- 
ably be followed by Captain Harry Jack- 
an, of Atlanta. Several other speeches 
will be made and it is possible that A. O. 
Bacon will make the concluding address. 
Tonight, both sides are confident of win- 
ping the case. 

When court convenefi this morning 
there was a large array of lawyers and 
many spectators present. Judge Pardee 
appeared thoroughly conversant with all 
the questions that arose and his purpose 
seemed to be to divest the proceedings 
as quickly as possible of all superfluous 
and entangling questions. Mr. Rountree 
stated that he would like to know if the 
necessary papers of the defendant were 
in the court before answering ready. He 
then proceeded to ‘read the notice to 
produce the papers. Captain Jackson 
announced’ that he appeared in behalf 
of the Richmond and Danville and the 
Georgia Pacific, and that he would pro- 
duce such papers as it was possible to 
obtain. He also stated that he had the 
lease to tlhe Georgia Pacific. 

The Lease Denied. 

Mr. Rountree asked if Captain Jackson 
would’ produce the contract by which 
the Richniond and Danville operated the 
Central. Claptain Jackson replied that he 
had no siich paper and that the lease of 
the Central to the Georgia Pacific was 
never autihorized or ratified by the direc- 
tors of the Richmond ‘smd Danville. The 
attorneys on both sides announced ready. 
Mr. West representing some of the stock- 
holders of the Central asked permission 
to read em affidavit. He stated that he 
wished ti intervene and protest against 
the appointment of a receiver. Judge 
Pardee niled that Mr. West would have 
to come in with the Central railroad side 
to get in his affadavit. Mr Rountree read 
the bill of Mrs. Rowena M. Clarke. The 
reading of the bill took up a considerable 
ength of time. At the end Mr. Rountree 
stated that he wished to attach to the 
bill a copy of the lease to the Georgia 
Pacific, together with some affidavits by 
way of a mendment. 

Amendments Filed. 

Mr. Erwin read the following as the 
amendm: 3;nt: “Murs. Ikowena Clarke et 
al vs the Central Railroad & Banking 
Company’ of Georgia. Mrs. Rowena 
Clarke, being ‘duly sworn deposes and 
says tha’ she is the plaintiff in the orig- 
inal bill in the above stated case. That 
she is nc;hw and has been ever since July 
1882 the owner of 150 shares of the stock 
of the Central Railroad & Banking Con- 
pany of the par value of one hundred 
dollars yper share. And further, that she 
did in January 1892 receive from the 
Central Railroad & Banking Company 
a dividend of 31-2 per cent declared on 
the 3ist day of December, 1891, but that 
she had no knowledge that the dividend 
was declared for the Central Railroad & 
Banking: Company by or from the Rich- 
mond &! Danville Railroad Company, as 
complahiaed of in said bill on such rental; 
hor, in fact, that the said dividend was 
receiver! by said Central Railroad & 
Bankins? Company, from said source.” 

Judge Pardee allowed the amendment 
and thse affidavits. Mr. Rountree then 
read an; amendment that had been filed 
adoptin z the intervention of Bacon and 
Woodrv ff. 

Dematids the Sale of the Majority!Stoek. 

Majoi' Bacon stated that there was 
great d:anger of the forfeiting of the char- 
ter of the Central and that the effect 
of the lease was to defeat and lessen com- 
petitior:. That through the comity of the 
States that a foreign corporation should 
hot en‘loy rights in Georgia denied in its 
Own stiute. He also laid particular stress 
upon tre point that no court. could recog- 
hize tlie validity of the Terminal com- 
paly’s holding 42,000 shares of Central 
Stock.; that they be brought into the 
court and solid for the benefit of its 
owne?r; }. 

Judge Pardee then asked the plain- 
tiffs t> submit their affadavits. Major 
Bacon stated that he had authority from 
Mr. L, A. Jordan to intervene for 124 
Shares in addition to the stock he already 
repres ented. Mr. Rountree read an atli- 
davit of Mr. Frank J. Hoyle, of Knox- 
Ville, 'Tenn., naming the competing points 
between the East Tennessee and the 
Centriil, showing that competition was 
defeaied by the consolidation of the Ter- 
Minal lines. 

Mr Rountree read an affidavit of 
Jacob Cohen, of Savannah, showing the 
following correspondence: 

As a stockholder of the company I 
Tespe::tfully ask that the lease of your 
road to the Georgia Pacific be canceled. 
48 the lease to the Georgia Pacific gives 
the @ ntrol of that company to the Rich- 
mond. Terminal company, as I under- 
stand the contract submitted to me by 
Mr. (lcott as president. I demand, as a 
Stock holder, that no transfer shall be 
allowed on the part of the company, 
8S such would be illegal and would work 
an injustice to the stockholders.” 

To this the directory replied: 

“Tiais company respectfully declines to 
Canc>1 its lease of the property 
to the Georgia Pacilic, believing 


said lease to be in the 
interest of all the stockholders. As to the 
transfer of stock, 1 know of no transfer 
that would be illegal, and this company 
will transfer no stock simply on demand 
of another stockholder.” 

The affiant further says that the above 
Stated cause is not a collusive one, in 
fact, that she had no knowledge of the 
iNegality of the lease and other matters 
complained of in said written bill of 
December 1891 as above stated, 

Mr. Rountree then read the letters of 
Major Bacon, asking General Alexander 
for the contract by which the Richmond 
and Danville is operating the Central, 
and General Alexander's reply in which 
he says he knows nothing of the contract 
and referred him to “the parties them- 
selves.” 

The Judge's Joke. 


Mr. Rountree wished to offer in evidence 
the Olcott plan, Mr. Lawton objected to 
it on the ground that it cumbered _ the 
record. ‘The judge ordered it filed and Mr. 
Ktountree tendered the annual report of 
the Terminal. The court allowed the re- 
port, stating that common sense indicated 
that the report obtained from a_ broker 
must be authentic, since no one else would 
go to the expense of getting up such a pub- 
lication. The report of the Kichmond and 
Danville was admitted also. Mr. Rountree 
read aflidavits from Pat Calhoun and C. L. 
Barrett. Pat Calhoun being duly sworn, 
deposes that being informed by Marion Er- 
Win, counsel for the plaintiff in the above 
stated case, that the testimony before the 
committee of the general assembly of Geor- 
gia in 1889 as set forth in the pamphlet of 
the West Point Terminal Company, print- 
ed by order of the general assembly by W. 
J. Campbell, state printer, has been exhib- 
ited to the affiant by Marion Erwin, and 
that the settlement of facts in the testimony 
of afliant before said committee as set forth 
in said pamphlet relative to the history of 
the Georgia company, the Central Railroad 
and Banking ‘company, of Georgia, the 
Richmond and Danville Railroad Company, 
the Georgia Pacific Railroad Company and 
the Richmond and West Point Railroad 
Company and their connection and relation- 
ship is true to the best of his knowledge 
and belief. 

Captain Jackson stated that the Terminal 
was not present in court. Mr. Rountree 
offered the minority and majority reports 
of the house and senate and also the gen- 
eral reports of the Central. A number of 
atfidavits were read from locomotive engl- 
neers swearing that the physical condition 
of the road has become badly run down. 
Also an affidavit from E. C. Anderson, 
showing that the lettering on a large 
amount of the rolling stock was changed. 
Other affidavits stated also that the force 
was reduced fifty, and in_ some instances 
sixty-five per cent. An affidavit of E. C. 
Anderson trainmaster of the Central, 
showed that a number of cars had been 
ordered ont of the state, but it was not 
shown that this was unusual. 

Operated by Request. 

The Richmond and Danville answered 
that on or about June 1, 1891, at the re 
quest of the Georgia Pacific Railroad 
Company, this defendant assumed the man- 
agement of the railway and steamship lines 
of the Central. Railroad and Banking Com- 
pany, and has since managed and - RET 
the same until the appointment of E. LP. 
Alexander receiver. hen this defendant 
discovered that objection was made by said 
railway and stexmslap company, It immedi- 
ately relinquished possession of all the cay 
erty and hnes of said company. Al t 16 
other allegations which are not expressly 
admitted herein, the defendant does not ad- 
mit, and denies all unlawful combinations 
und conspiracies, and this defendant prays 
that the narties plaintiff may be held to 
strict proof of the allegations. This de- 
fendant holds a strict and valid claim 
against the said company, for money far 
exceeding the sum of eight hundred thow 
sand dollars, which is now due and unpaid. 
This defendant now prays that in surren- 
dering possession of all the property of the 
Central Railroad and Banking Company to 
the possession of E. P. Alexander as re 
“1. That it may be ratified and affirmed to 

intent and purposes. a. 
oo. That it ch have a decree in its favor 
for the said sum, $800,000. | 

This is sworn to by the president of the 
company. 

The Central's Vosition. 

The answer of the Central] Railroad and 
Banking Company of Georgia sets up that 
the bill is not verified as prescribed by the 
ninety-fourth equity rule of the i nited 
States and therefore under the rule it could 
‘ot be sustained and should be dismissed, 
that the bills should be dismissed because 
the Central had the power under Its char- 
ter to make the lease complained of in said 
bill; because the complainant in said bull 
participated in_the dividend declared by the 
defendant in December, 1891; because the 
only person who may under the facts com- 
plained of demur to the illegality of said 
lease is the Central Railroad and Bank- 
ing Company of Greorgia, and the com- 
plainant does not show that she has ever 
applied to said defendant company for re- 
lief or that her petition has been refused; 
heeause no necessity has been shown for 
the appointment of a permanent receiver 
for the Central railroad and that no re- 
ceiver should be appointed and the property 
of the said Central Railroad and Banking 
Company of Georgia be taken away from 
the legally appointed board of directors; 
because there is no equity in the bill. F'ur- 
ther reasons given are bcause_ the Ocenn 
Steamship Company, the New England and 
Savannah Steamship Company and _ the 
Eufaula and Montgomery Railroad Com- 
panies are not parties to the bill; because 
court is without jurisdiction in a matter 
between the state of Georgia and the cor- 
poration itself. 

Some Things Are Admitted. 

It is admitted that Mrs. Clark was a 
plaintiff since July, 1882, and was the 
owner of fifty shares of sock, but it is set 
up that, on the Sth day of January, 1892, 
she received a dividend. It is admitted 
that the Danville is engaged in operating a 
system north of Atlanta to points on the 
south Atlantic in Georgia, Alabama and 
Florida. The defendant admits that the 
Terminal is a corporation created by the 
laws of Virginia, and has certain powers 
under its cbarter, and is not advised wheth- 
re it owns or controls the stock of the Dan- 
ville road, and is not advised whether it 
controls the board of directors of said road. 
It denies that the Terminal, at the time, 
eontrolied and now controls all its stock, 
and alleges that the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia railroad is an independ- 
ent corporation controlled by its own direc- 
and that a majority of 
the stock is not controlled by 
the Central Railroad and Bank- 
ing Company, of Georgia, but that the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad is 
an actual competitor of the Central rail- 
road for freight and passenger business in 
Georgia. It admits that the Georgia Pa- 
cific owns its line of road leased to the said 
Georgia Pacific, and that it received the 
bonds as set out, and the bonds were for 
$1,000,000. 

It is not advised as to who are the direc- 
tors of the Danville, elected in 1890. The 
defendant alleges that all of its competition 
with the Richmond and Danville railroad 
is a competition for interstate commerce, 
but not in Georgia, and, that said compe- 
tition being interstate commerce, is entirely 
under the control of the United States con- 
gress, and cannot be controlled by the 
legislature of Georgia. The defendant al- 
leges that the competition of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad 
in Georgia is established, and it is in no 
way involved by the Terminal; that the 
Central and East Tennessee have distinct 
agents-at all points, and not a single one in 
common. The defendant denies that the 
Danville system is a competitor within the 


teva 


state of Georgia with the Central Railroad 
and Banking Company at any one of these 
points which are reached by the Danville 
and the Central. The defendant says there 
is & strong competition made by the Kast 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad. 

This defendant, further answering, says 
that, whether said bill is a conclusive one 
or not, it does not know, but it respectfully 
suggests that it-is impossible, and that the 
complainant in said bill does not know. 
The defendant denies that the Danville, 
through its control of the Central railroad, 
has control of any of the competing lines 
between Macon and Athens, and that the 
lines of the Georgia road are in  n0 
_— controlled by the Danville or the Cen- 
ral, 

This defendant knows nothing whatever 
of the allegatiéns in the fourteenth section 
of the bill, but it is informed and believes, 
and so alleges, that when the 40,000 shares 
of stock were put into the hands of the 
Gecrgia company it was in no way con- 
nected with the Terminal. 

Rolling Stock Declared All Right. 


It says that the main object of the lease 
was to secure economy of operation, and 
thereby more certain of dividends to the 
stockholders. ihe defendant claims that 
the lease dated June 1, 1891, is a proper 
lease in every respect, and that to declare 
said lease null and void would destroy valu- 
able property of the owners of such prop- 
erty, but it demes that the constitutional 
provision set out were intended to prej- 
udice any of the rights guaranteed by its 
charter, and that said constitutional provi- 
sion, if it impairs any of the rights or priv- 
ileges, is inoperative. 

The defendant admits that the Danville, 
through and by means of the Georgia Pa- 
citle, went into possession of, and used, the 
lines of the Central, but defendant denies 
that any of its property is now, or has been, 
diverted from the use of the Central rail- 
road. The defendant denies that its en- 
gines are being used by any other railroad 
company, or that its tracks and roadbed 
have been allowed to become in bad con- 
dition, but that, on the other hand, they 
have been improved. The defendant de- 
nies that the equipments of the road are 
worn out any more than is necessary by 
use, 

The Georgia Pacific’s Answer. 


Captain Jackson read the following 
answer of the Georgia Pacific company: 

It is true that on the Ist day of June, 
1891, negotiations having been pending 
between the Central Railroad and Banking 
Company of Georgia and the Georgia 
Pacitic Railroad Company, looking to the 
execution of a lease from the said Central 
Railroad and Banking Company of Geor- 
gia and the Georgia Pacific, an instrument 
in writing was signed end sent containing 
the terms of the transfer of the Central 
railroad to the Georgia Pacific railroad 
by Joseph Bryant, its superintendent, 
which instrument purported to be a lease 
of the Central railroad, but that neither 
sair Bryant nor the board of directors of 
the Georgia Pacitic is authorized to be- 
come any lessee company, nor has the said 
lease been ratified, approved or sanctioned 
by any resolution or other action of the 
stockholders of the said Georgia Pacific 
Railroad Company, nor has the same been 
subsnitted to the stockholders at any time 
for theiz approval or sanction and ratifica- 
tion. For this reason the said lease has not 
created any binding contract. On the 10th 
of December, 1888, defendant entered 
into an agreement with the Richmond and 
Danville Railroad Company by which it 
leased ro the latter all its lines of railroads 


and other property; and im pursuance of | 


which 
sion of 


agreement it delivered posses- 
the sameto the said Rich- 
mond and Danville Railroad Com- 
puny, and since that time this defendant 
has not been in possession of any of its 
own lines of railroad or other property 
used in connection therewith, nor has it 
carried on any business as a common car- 
rier nor operated any of the aforesaid lines 
whatsoever, but that the same has been 
operated exclusively by the said Richmond 
and Danville Railroad Company. 

“This defendant has not, under the alleged 
contract with the Central MRailroad and 
Banking Company of Georgia, been in pos- 
session of any of the property mentioned 
therein; nor has 1t assumed any control 
over the same, except on or about the 1st 
day of June, 1891, it requested the Rich- 
mond and Danville Railroad Company to 
assume the managementof the Central Rail- 
raod and Banking Company of Georgia. 
But this defendant has no means of know- 
ing, and does not know, what property of 
the said Central NRailroad and Banking 
Company of Georgia went into the hands 
of the said Richmond and Danville Rail- 
raod Company ‘under date of June 1, 1891, 
and this defenlant knows nothing of the 
dealings in pursuance thereof, All other 
allégations which are not expressly ad- 
mitted to be true in this bill, the defendant 
does not admit, and the defendant denies all 
unlawful combinations and asks to be dis- 
charged.” Sworn to by Mr. Rutherford, 
first vice president of the Georgia Pacific 
company. 

Nothing Due to the Danville. 

Mr. Lawton stated that $188,000 was due 
on back pay rolls. He also stated that the 
Central assevrated that they do not owe 
one dollar on the Danville claim of $800,.- 
000. He was granted permission to file 
an affidavit on the claim. 

Captain Jackson read an affidavit to tha 
effect that the labor account for February, 
1892, was $188,725.80. i 

The receiver was appointed March 3d. 
thus cutting off revenue to the Richmond 
and Danvilie with which to pay; that the 
receiver or the Central should pay this ac- 
count because the Danville paid the labor 
account for May, 1891, amounting 
to $518,103.15. 

Whilst the lease only went into effect 
June ist, thus paying out moneys of the 
Richmond and Danville for the labor ae- 
count of the Central for the month before 
its lease. 

Mr. Lawton read a number of affida- 
vits of Mr. Hunter, chief engineer and 
superintendent of different divisions, show- 
ing that the general condition of the road 
is as good as one year ago. Other affida- 
vits showed that competition is not les- 
sened or defeated by the lease. 

In reply to a question from Judge Par- 
dee in regard to the $800,000 claimed by 
the Danville, Mr. Lawton stated that the 
‘security had been deposited with the Cen- 
tral Trust Company of New York to seeure 
its payment in the event that it was found 
to be just and to prevent the Danville from 
defaulting on the dividend of the South- 
westcrh. 

Mr. West's affidavit showea that persons 
wnhi..g more shares of Central stock op- 
posed the appointment of a permanent re- 
ceiver. 

Judge Pardee remarked that one of the 
best signs of the deterioration was the 
large amounts due the employes. Major 
Bacon stated he had some important infor- 
mation received since the court convened 
in regard to freight being diverted from 
the Central. Mr. lorwiin made an affidavit 
showirg that the inventory was made not 
by the Central employes, but by the Dan- 
ville and that no account was kept of the 
money turned over from the different offices 
on the score that the road was taken as 
a running road. Mr. Erwin offered in evi- 
dence the minutes of March 12th, showing 
the determination to resist the breaking of 
the lease. 

Affidavits were then read showing the 
deterioration of the road and the plaintiffs 
announced closed. Mr. Rountree then open- 
ed ‘ane for the plaintiff as above 
stated.

IT WAS GRISP'S YOTE 


That Saved the Free Silver Bill from 
Being Tabled. 


SENSATIONAL SCENES IN THE HOUSE. 


The Goldbugs. Come to Close Quar- 
ters with the Silver Men, 


BUT THE SPEAKER'S VOTE INTERVENES. 


The Committee on Bules Will Be Called 
Into Play, and Willi Fix a Date 
for the Vote.

Washington, Mafch 24.—(Special.)— 
Speaker Crisp, by his Yote, saved the Bland 
free coinage bill from defeat today. 

He will, perhaps, abused by the east 
for what they term his interference, but 
for standing by his convictions and his 
pledges he will be, and is, applauded by the 
south and the west. — 

He is a free coinage man, and though 
not called upon, he stepped to the front, 
and announced that fact by his vote and 
saved the bill from defeat. 

The Scenes During the Debate. 

The debate had been going on all day. 
At times it was heated, for the house has 
never labored under guch intense excite- 
ment as existed from the moment it met 
this morning. Members on both sides of 
the question were working for votes like 
bees in a hive. Mr, Hatch, of Missouri, 
made the most sensational speech of the 
day. He denounced the young (Massachu- 
setts) mugwumps, who have called them- 
selves democrats, stating that he would 
even prefer such statesmen as the barefoot- 
ed Kansan to Mr. Williams. Many other 
sensational speeches were made during the 
day, but the genuine fight did not commence 
until 5 o’clock, when Mr. Bland called the 
previous question on the passage of the bill. 
At that time nearly every member was 
upon the floor. There was not a vacant 
seat in any of the galleries. Even the doors 
were crowded with men and women as 
eager to get in as they would be to crowd 
into a circus. 

The Play for Position. 


When Mr. Bland called the previous 
question, Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, moved 
as a substitute to lay the bill and all its 
amendments upon the table. This motion, 
if carried, would have defeated the bill. 

During the roll call, the leaders on the 
two sides ran abouc thehall like wild men. 
The free coinage men were angered. They 
began to realize that thé immense lobby here 
and the heavy pressure brought to bear by 
the goldbugs and Cleveland democrats, in 
favor of postponiag the question, was hav- 
ing its effect. Many free coinage demo- 
crats were exhibiting weakness. Many 
who had announced for free coinage 
had dropped over into the ranks of those 
who wanted to postpone the issue. When 
the roll call had concluded, the result was 
startling to the free coinage men and a sur- 
prise to the goldbugs. 

It was 148 to table, against 147 against 
tabling. 

This meant the defeat of the Bland bill, 
but the speaker had not voted. As soon as 
he saw it, he demanded of the clerk to 
call his name. It was done. 

He voted “‘no.”’ 

As he did so, the very ceiling vibrated at 
the applause given him. 

Then he announced the vote 148 to 148, a 
tie vote, which. meant that the house re 
fused to table tle bill. It was amazing. 


Democrats Dodging the People. 


No one expected it, and nobody can ac- 
count for it yet, except on the ground that 
the backbones of many democrats had 
weakened unler the great pressure from 
the east. Only nine republicans had voted 
with the mass of democrats, against tabling; 
eighty-one democrats had voted to table. 
These included all the New York men, ex- 
cept Mr. Rockwell, who represents Senator 
Hill's distriet, snd whose seat is contested, 
all the New Xngland democrats, all from 
Pennsylvania and the majority of those 
from Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, IIli- 
nois and Maryland. 

The Southern Members. 

The south was almost unanimous against 
tabling, but a few southern men went 
down under pressure or conviction. Among 
them was Colonel Herbert, of the Mont- 
gomery, Ala., district, an ardent Cleve- 
land man: Colonel Elliott and Mr. Braw- 
ley, of South Carolina; Mr. Logan, of 
Louisiana; Mr. Wilson, of West Virginia, 
and Mr. Raynor, of Maryland. 

Then there was Geary, of California, 
Castle, of Minnesota, and several score of 
others who would vote for free coinage on 
the direct issue, but who are trying to 
shelve it. 

The Filibustering Begins. 

Then the anti-free coinage men com- 
menced fillibustering. They moved to ad- 
journ, but were turned down on that by 
a vote of 120 to 146. Mr. Johnson, of 
Oho, came forward as an anti-free coin- 
age bill leader, and moved to reconsider 
the vote by which the vote to table the 
bill had been lost. Mr. Bland thereupon 
moved to table that motion. 

On this latter motion the vote was 
again announced to tie—148 to 148. 

Immediately there wns intense excite- 
ment. The opposition leaders rushed 
down the aisle, yelling that the vote had 
not been recapitulated. The speaker re- 
plied that no one had called for it. 

A Recapitulation Called For. 


At this the gold men yelled vociferously 
for a recapitulation, and, when the names 
were called over, two more “no” rotes 
were added, and Mr. Bland’s motion to 
table the motion to reconsider was lost. 

This looked serious to the free-coinage 
men. It looked like they were defeated. 
Both sides were wild with excitement. 
The scenes on the floor were of the wildest 
confusion. 

Pages and runners were sent everywhere 
for absent members. The roll was being 
called again on the original motion to table 
the bill. The defeat of Bland’s motion had 
brought up the original motion again. 
During the calling of the names, every man 
in the house was laboring under a strain of 
excitement. Such close votes were never 
before known on the floor of the house. 
The change of a single vote, the arrival of 
one new man, would reverse the result. 
Those who seemed to waver were pleaded 
with, threatened and everything possible 
done to change them. But none changed. 

When the vote was being recapitulated, 
the most exciting incident of the day oc- 
curred. Mr. Donovan, of Ohio, was re- 


corded as voting no. Mr. Outhwaite, of 
Ohio, declared that Mr. Donovan had not 
been in the house during the roll call. Then 
the opponents of the bill yelled to have his 
name stricken off, but Mr. Duggan, of 
Ohio, declared, amid the confusion, that he 
had spoken to Mr. Donovan on the floor 
during the roll call, but did not know 
whether or not he had voted. Here half of 
the house yelled to have Mr. Donovan's 
name stricken off, and the other half pro- 
tested. Mr. Donovan himself was not 
present. Then the confusion and excite- 
ment were intense. Congressmen shook 
their fists at one another, turned red in the 
face and yelled themselves hoarse. It 
looked like bedlam had broken loose, 

The noise of the speaker’s gavel was 
drowned in the confusion; and the ser- 
geant at arms, with his mace, a great 
silver eagle with outstretched wings perch- 
ed on a marble rod, had to be called, and 
sent through the aisles to force the mem- 
bers into their seats. 

This quieted the house for a few mo- 
ments. Then Mr. Lockwood, of New York, 
declared that his name had not been re- 
corded, and voted “aye” to table the bill, 
but Mr. Lawson, of Virginia, who had not 
been recorded, offset this by voting “no. ’ 
This made the vote 146 to 147, a majority 
of one against tabling the bill. Mr. Jobn- 
son, of Ohio, changed his vote to move 
another reconsideration, leaving the final 
vote 145 to 148. 

The announcement wa‘ greeted with great 
and long continued applause. The free 
coinage wen were growing hopeful. Mr. 
Johnson found that he could not move to 
reconsider without other husiness interven- 
ing. Mr. Fiteh, of New York, thciefore 
began filibustering by moving to adjourn, 
and valirg the yeas and nays. it takes 
half aa hour on each roll-call, and it was 
after 2 ov’ock when the vote was annuounc- 
ed. ‘Line house by a lnurge majorit7, 102 
to 80, 1«fused to adjourn. Ihe az ti-free 
coinags Gen realized at this sti.ge thet they 
were making a hopeless fight, and that if 
a direst vote on the previous question could 
be hid they would lose and the house 
would pags the bill. They, therefore, com- 
menced resorting to all manner of d@latory 
tactics. One man wowd move to take a 
recess for an hour, another would amend 
it by adding two hours, and a third would 
move to adjourn. On each motion the yeas 
and nays were called. 

Another Phase of the Fight. 


At 11 o'clock Mr. Bland moved to take a 
recess until 11 o’clock tomorrow. That 
would have given the members a rest, and 
the status of the bill would have been the 
same as now. But a recess tomorrow 
would have been a continuation of the 
legislative day of today. But the gold 
bugs were determined to have nothing less 
than an adjournment, which would defeat 
the bill for the present, at least. There- 
fore they began a new order of filibuster- 
ing, by moving that when the house ad- 
journs today it be to meet on Saturday, 
and another gold bug amended by inserting 
Monday. On these motions the yeas and 
nays are being called. Both side are de- 


termined. The leaders are fighting with | 


the tenacity of bulldogs; and it looks now 
like the fight will go on right through the 
night. Eventually the silver men ought 
to win. The vote is close on motions to 
postpone. In these the danger lies. On a 
direct vote on the bill it would pass by a 
big majority, but it looks now like the oppo- 
sition 1s not going to allow a vote. 

’ The Goldbugs and the Lobby. 

At 11:30. o’clock the goldbug members 
and the lobby are endeay oring in every. way 
to lead the free coinage men astray. Ther 
are inviting them to ine suppers in the 
restaurant and committee rooms, and at- 
tempting to get them tipsy nnd practically 
kidnap them. Every possibl escheme 1s 
being worked, but the silver men are not 


biting at strange but suspicious looking bait 


tonight. They realize that they are in 
for an all night’s session, and that every 
vote is needed. 

The leaders are, therefore, standing firm, 
and every man is performing his duty. Evy- 
ery Georgia member is present. They have 
voted n every roll-call and jave voted 
as a unit. 

The House Adjourns. 

At 2:30 o’clock, upon Mr. Bland’s motion, 
the house adjourned. This means that the 
silver men thought it useless to continue 
the fight through the night, when it would 
be necessary to get a special order from 
the committee on rules to reach a vote. 
Such an order cannot be gotten until 
General Catchings returns. But he will be 
here Monday, and then the committee on 
rules will meet and bring im the report. 
Thus the fight is only postponed until Mon- 
day or Tuesday. 

Then a final yote ec; 
bill will pass. While - sai a 

pass e adjournment adds a 
temporary, victory for the gold bugs, the 
final victory will be a free coinage one.

But history had always shown that when two 
metals were in circulation of different 
values, the good metal wa: always driven 
out of circulation by the bad. He cited the 
history of coinage 1, England and Europe to 
show that this aml always been the caze. 
Strangers alwiys irought in the cheaper 
metal, exchanged it for the dearer metal 
and carried the gold away to forei climes. 
He did not delieve tuat if we bad a silver 
standard this -ountry would at once go into 
ruin, but he did belive that if we had a .il- 
ver standard and these two metals come not 
at once to a parity, the man who receives his 
pay in the inferior metal for a pre-existing 
debt will be swindled by the operation of 
the government just in the ratio of the de- 
preciation of value of the coin which the law 
compels him to receive. The effect. would be 
to create distrust of the commercial honor of 
the nation which pays is debts with a blud- 
geon. (Applause.) 

“What do you say,” interrupted Mr. 
Bland, “of the law of 1873, that from that 
day to this has robbed debtors and the people 
of this country of the diffesence between gold 
and silver?’ (Applause.) 

“That is a question which shovld be 
answered,’’ said Mr. Cockran, “but if the 
sent.ciman cannot provide for an extension of 
my time I cannot stop to answer it. (Laugh- 
ter.) But I want to ask the gentleman from 
Missourl whether he calls this pending bill a 
free coinage measure,’’ 


“The gentleman may designate it as he 
chooses,"’ said Mr. Bland, “but I say it is the 
free coinage measure for gold and silver that 
we always had until 1873.” (Applause.) 

“With all respect to the gentleman from 
Missourl,’’ said Mr. Cockran, “I desire to say 
that this bill does not provide for the coinage 
of golu and silver as it existed prior to 1873; 
more than that I say that it flies into the face 
of constitutional provisions which are the 
basis of the platform and faith of the demo- 
cratic party. It provides for the launching of 
this country into the banking business and the 
making of the treasury an influence which 
can upset trade and commerce at the pleasure 
of the officials in charge of it. (Applause.) 
It provides for the deposit of bullion and the 
issuing of treasu notes. which will them- 
selves be debas and degraded below the 
value of the greenback.’’ (Applause.) 

Mr. Cymmings, of New York, spoke briefly, 
saying that his constituents were opposed to 
the pending bill and he was not ene who felt 
at liberty to cross the desires of his con- 
stituents. He would, therefore, as repre- 
sentative of the gy of his district, cast hia 
vote against the bill. 

Mr. Dingley, of Maine, aleo spoke in oppo- 
sition to the bill, saying that its effect would 
te to give to the silver mine owners of thie 
nation twenty-one millions annually more 
than they are now receiving for their product.

Mr. Bartine, of Nevada, 
publican free coinage men, made an able and 
carefully-prepared speech, in which he re- 
viewed the fiscal licy of this country and 
Europe on the Iver question during the 
past century, showed the benefits to be de- 
rived from free coinage and combatted the 
argument made against It. 

Mr. Hatch,of Missouri, made a strong party 
speech in faver of the bill, oar ps that 
he was in favor of making the Dill a 
matter of party fealty. He 
did not know the first principles of democ- 
racy, and when Mr. Williams asked if he 
was reading him out of the party, Mr. Hatch 
retorted that Mr. Williams said the time waa 
coming when the democratic party would 
have to choose between he democrats of 
New York and the alliance of the south. He 
(Mr. Hatch) was willing to make the choice 
if necessary, and would swap the barefooted 
statesman from Kansas (Mr. Simpson) for 
the gentleman from Massachusetts, and, if 
another swap were wented, he would take in 
the erring young democrat from Georgia (Mr. 
Watson) and throw over another Massa- 
chusetts mugwump. 

Mr. Taylor, of Ohio, was surprised to see 
the gentleman from Missouri stand here and 
say the repeal of the law of 187% was éhe 
greatest infamy of this century and that it 
was done by the republican party, by a re- 
publican congress and a republican president. 
And yet the gentleman knew thst not a sin- 
gle democrat voted against that measure in 
the United States senate; that Allen G. Thur- 
man voted for it; that Thomas F. Bayard 
voted for it, and that the only votes cast 
against it were cast by republicans.

Mr. Castle, of Minnesota, denied the right 
of any democrat on the floor of the house to 
pronounce a policy for a party in advance of 
party platforms.

Mr. Thomas English, of New Jersey addres- 
ed the house, standing in front of the speak- 
er’s desk and facing the members who gath- 
ered around him.

He had no fear of an influx of foreign silver, 
but he was opposed to the bill because it was 
a bill to throw more ragged notes upon the 
country; to pile up silver the treasury and 
not to place it in the hands of the people.

WE DIED AT 4 O'CLOCK. 


An Old Negro Predicts His Death to the 
Very Minute. 

Upshaw, Ga., March 24,—(Special.)— 
Some two or three weeks ago, Calvin Ind- 
wards, living on Mr. John Hewitt’s place, 
while working on the new house of Friend- 
ship Baptist church mashed his finger, and 
thinking to ease the pain, put some paint 
on the wound. It caused what was sup- 
posed to be blood poison; the pain spread 
over his body, almost paralyzing him, and 
on last Tuesday he died. He told his 
family and friends at noon that he would 
die at 4 o’clock. He counted the hours as 
they went by, telling those around him, 
“T will leave you at 4.” And sure enough, 
about 4 o’clock he breathed his last. Cal- 
vin Edwards was rsised by Mr. Simeon 
Edwards, one of our oldest and most re- 
spected citizens, and all of Mr. Kdwards's

worth and fidelity.. There were so few 
negroes like him that our community can 
ill afford to give him up. Industrious and 
economical, he made a good living for his 
family, and mutterings of discontent we 
never heard from his lips. KKind and 
respectful to all, he realized that the white 
man was his true friend, and for this con- 
fidence he received the confidence of those 
around him. He died a happy, triumpliant 
death. 


THE BODY FOUND. 


The Chain of Evidence Complete Against 
the Greene County Murderer. 


Greenesboro, Ga., March 24.—(Special.)— 
The body of the little negro girl, who was 
murdered by her stepfather, Albert Ches- 
ter, in the Liberty neighborhood, has been 
found. 

Chester’s accomplice confessed that the 
girl had been murdered -and her body 
thrown in the creek. As was telegraphed 
The Constitution yesterday, Richmond 
creek had been dragged, but the body 
could not be found. This morning informa- 
tion was received that it had been found un- 
der the house where Chester lived. The 
supposition is that when Chester learned 
that his accomplice had confessed, he 
knew the creek end river would be dragged. 
He then removed the body, and carrying it 
back to the ‘ouse, dug a trench .under it 
and secreted the girl.

A Georgia Moonshiner Breaks Records 
Recklessly 


OF GEORGIA GRIT AND’ PLUCK, 


How a Wild Mountaineer Flanked Reve- 
nue Officers at the Dead of Night, 
The United States Court. 


In his famous “Georgia Scenes,” Judge 
Longstreet has pretty cleverly illustrated 
Georgia pluck, everlasting grit, and = all 
that. 

But there is a case that went to record 
yesterday on the docket of the United 
States court which for genuine grit and 
indomitable energy outstrips anything to be 
found in the pages of Longstreet’s funny 
book, 

The man who breaks the record is Albert 
Oliver, a plain, every day moonshiner, 

He is well known in his section up near 
Blue Ridge. His name is often heard 
coupled with some of the best “old corn 
whisky’ and “mountain dew” known to 
the natives around that little mountain 
village. 

It seems that Oliver was making a good 
deal of this whisky without the approving 
eye of the law peeping into his stillhouse. 
But the deputies got wind of his method 
and determined to rake in his distillery. 
Accordingly, just a night or two ago, two 
deputies, Stanley and Dickey, left Atlanta 
and went to Bine Ridge, far up into the 


very heart of the mountains of north 


Georgia. 

They went to VanZandt's mill about sun- 
set and. found a resting place until midnight 
when they arose saddled their horses and 
started out on the raid, having a vague 
idea of the whereabouts of the distillery in 


question. 
A Licht Ahead. 

They had been riding about an hour over 
the mountain sides, when there appeared 
about a half a mile ahead of them a light 
moving towards them, At first the officers 
thought it was a ‘“Jack-O’Lantern’” but as 
it drew nearer they saw it was a@ man car- 
rying a lantern. 

They rode on to hail the midnight pedes- 
trian. and soon found themselves face to 
face with a wild and daring-looking fellow. 
It was Oliver. When questioned, he told 
the officers that he was on his way to the 
county seat to get marriage license for an 
old couple who had made up their minds 
to marry. He explained that he had to 
start after the papers in the night in order 
to get them in time for the marriage. 

He was ullowed to pass and the officers 
rode ou, suspecting him, and determined to 
reach his distillery and raid it before the 
crack of day. 

Did they do it? Well, hardly. 

fie beat Themto the sank. 

It was ten miles to Oliver’s distillery. 
The road was rough and rocky. 

More than this,‘it wads as 
Egypt. 

But Oliver said to himself: “These are 
revenue inspectors and I'll see them one 
better before they. shall get the pot.” 

The echo of the horses’ hoofs had not 
died away upon his ears before his mind 
Was made up to beat those ofiicers to his 
distillery, so taking off his bregans = and 
blowing out his lantern he turned hack and 
struck up a “fox trot” down the big read 
that led around the mountains to his whis- 
ky factory. 

Here's when he put in some good licks 
for Georgia grit. Haretnoted. with his 
shoes thrown over his shoulder and a lan- 
tern swinging to him, he made the trip to 
his littl secret stillhouse—a distance of 
ten miles—by passing the olticers on a 
flank movement, had all the apparatus 
moved away to his house, armed himself 
with a pistol and went back to welcome the 
officers. He did all this long before day- 
break and before the officers, who declare 
they traveled with their horses hot under 
spur and whip, approached his premises. 

A Narrow Escape. 

When Stanley and Dickey had come near 
the distillery and stopped and got out of 
their saddles to discuss the plan of raid- 
ing, it was nearly daylight. 

Officer Dickey went out to make a little 
inspection tour of the situation. While he 
was gone, Officer Stanley heard a cracking 
noise down the big road behind them, and 
decided to lose no time, but vide down to 
keep watch over any one who might at- 
tempt to creep up in their tracks and shoot 
them from behind. 

“What's your name?” came from the 
bushes off to one side, and, quick as light- 
ning, Stanley drew his pistol and cocked 
it, pointing it fairly in the face of — 

Who, but Albert Oliver? 

The Man Was Panting. 

Oliver was covered with dirt and dust, 
and his clothes drinned with foaming per- 
spiration.

A BOTTLE OF POISON 
Famihes_ anelupygt Cine in th 


Romare Poisoning Case. 


FOUND AT THE COOK'S RESIDENCE. 


The Detectives at Work on the Case, and 
Feel Confident They’ve Found the 
Solution to It. _ 


In a bundle of old rags. 

That’s where a bottle of poison was found 
yesterday after considerable search. 

And the bundle was at the home of Sarah 
Johnson, the negro woman arrested on the 
charge of poisoning the Komare family. 

The find proved an important one. 

The woman was discharged on last Monday 
by Mrs. Romare, who was dissatisfied with 
her. She left the house on South Pryor street 
and went immediately to her own home on 
Trinity avenue, near Forsyth. 

There she remained until her arrest. When 
taken in charge by Captain Crim on Weddnes- 
day, she stoutly protested her innocence and 
declared that she didn’t know what poison 
was and had certainly never had any in her 
possession. 

Then the detective went toworkin earnest 
on the case. At first there were doubts about 
the ex-cook’s guilt, but now they have about 
been dispelled. 

A strong thread of suspicious circumstances 
has been tightly woven about her. Yesterday 
morning her house was searched and poison 
was found. 

The bottle was hidden in some rags that 
had been carefully secreted ina partof the 
place. Whetherit is arsenic or notisas yet 
unknown. The drug placed in the coffee on 
Tuesday morning—the day after the woman 
was discharged—is thought to have been a 
mixture of arsenic and rough on rats—a very 
deadly compound. 

The finding of the bottle yesterday led toa 
number of otherimportant discoveries that 
have tended to fasten the chain of guilt about 
Sarah Johnson. She still says she isinnocent, 
but not half asstrongly as before she was in- 
formed yesterday of Captain Crim’s successful 
work in the case. 

The woman will be sent to jail this after- 
noon. A warrant was sworn out against her 
by the detective yesterday and Justice Lan- 
drum, who issued it, fixed the charge as 
assault with intent to murder. 

Two of the victims of the poisoning are still 
suffering from the effects of the deadly drug. 
Mrs. Romare was yesterday prostrated again 
and she and Mr. Romare were both confined 
to their rooms last evening. 

Neither is in a very serious condition, though 
both the gentleman and his wife are suffering 
quite severely. 


“HELL 1S HIS HOME,”

The shades of night 
appear, and in the glimmer of the lights 
from an old-fashioned fireplace, her smile is 
seen for the last time, a few gasps and her 
spirit has fled. Messengers are hastily dis- 
patched for a physician and her father, 
They arrive about the same moment, and 
the former, after a careful examination, 
pronounces. life extinct. Vhe blow was a 
most crushing one to that fond parent, and 
he stoutly refused to believe that his 
daughter was indeed dead.

A Startling Statement Made by Mr. T. F. 
Howel. 


COLONEL CORPUT’S FIGURES ANALYZED. 


An Interview with Mr. T. F. Howel, 
of Rome—Letter from a Dealer 
and Plantcr. 


Commissioner Nesbitt has started a discus- 
sion that will be national, if not international. 
People are talking about the cost of cotton 
everywhere. 

Mr. T. F. Howel, of Rome, who isone of 
the largest cotton buyers in the south, was in 
the city yesterday on business. He has 
branch officesin a number of states and is 
connected with cotton firms on both sides of 
the Atlantic. Consequently he isin position 
to know something of the market. 

“If anotber big crop is made this year, cot- 
ton will goto5 cents,” saidhe. “It isa re- 
sult that we cannot escape. The only remedy 
is to plant less cotton. Sofar asI am con- 
cerned, our firm might make some money by 
compressing cotton that sells for 5 
cents, but it would be ruinous to the 
farmers. Eventually it would affect us 
all. The price of cotton is a matter vital 
to the prosperity of the southern states. If 
we made money by dealing in cotton at5 
cents we would not know what to do with it. 
If we should lendit out to the farmers while 
they are in that condition we would losea 
good part of it. The railroads may get as 
much freight by hauling five-cent cotton as if 
it sold for a higher price, but they would have 
little merchandise to haul on the return trip. 
The purchasing power of the farmers would 
be reduced to nothing. 

**As to raising cotton for 3} cents, the state- 
mentiserroneous because they leave out of 
their calculations the fact that the mules and 
the labor must be kept all the year round and 
something must be allowed for rent. 

‘I heartily endorse Commissioner Nesbitt’s 
suggestion that the acreage be reduced and 
the fewer acres be better cultivated. I am 
satisfied that would pay better. It is better 
for a farmer to put most of his land in grain, 
grass and pasture, and let part of it rest 
than to plant so much in _ cotton 
at ruinous prices. I was glad to see 
that the commissioner called attention to the 
fact that $15,000,000 have been paid for fertil- 
izers in Georgia within two years. I hope it 
will be much less this year. I am glad She 
Constitution has taken the matter up. The 
discussion will do a great deal of good. This 
isa more important matter than the presi- 
dential election.’

As Commissioner of Agriculture Nesbitt, in his 
official capacity, bas gage to the cotton 
world a statement which is misleading and con- 
trary tothe facts and experience of the cotton 
growers of the south, lam glad you have invited 
discussion on the matter. Being engaged in the 
cotton trade and also a p!anter, I desire to answer 
the commissioner's assertion that cotton can be 
raised at a cost of 34% cents per pound. Coming 
from an officia), hence this statement is likely to 
be used by the bear element as an arguinent for 
the turther depression of prices. 

Producers of cottun know that the present 
prices are below the cost of production and the 
cotton trade has so informed the world of this 
fact. 

Commissioner Nesbitt states thata recent ex- 
periment at the 4ieorgia station shows “that 
where land has been properly treated a vyield of 
one bale to the acre can be made at acostof 3%, 
cents per pound, and also states he has two other 
friends in mind who made cotton at the same 
cost.” Mr. Inman very wisely and promptly 
called upon the commissioner furhis facts and 
and tigures. 

In hisanswerto Mr. Inman he refers to the 
bulletin of the experiment station, and cites the 
experience of Colonel Felix Corput and a neigh- 
bor of his, both of whom he asserts made cotton 
at a cost of 34% cents per pound. I have not seen 
the bulletin, consequently can not refute the ab- 
surdity of the figures. I — the commissioner 
will publish the figures and experience of his 
neighbor. 

if cotton can be made 8o ch&ply one would 
think the commissioner would grow it more ex- 
tensively; but perbaps he has found ont inthe 


= that it is a losing business at present prices. 


fowever, facts speak louder than words. 

Its results, gained by years of experience, we 
must rely upon. ‘Lhe comunissioner refers to and 
quotes the experience of Colonel Felix Corput, of 
Fioyd county. Colonel Corput’s experience is 
published and figures given ina very complete 
and detailed manner. But upon examination 
these ticures show that the commissioner is wrong 
in his assertion. Instead of costing 3', cents per 

ound the figures show Colonel Corput’s cost to 
be o cents. 


Even here Colonel Corput does not include com- | 


pensation for bis valuable time and efficient 
services, rent of land, wearand tearto farming 
utensils and cost of keepirg horses. ‘ 

To properly and correctly get at the actual cost, 
our worthy friend should have inciuded these 
charges also. 

He states the entire cost of the crop per acre, 
which made one bale of cotton of 460 pounds, to 
be $22.52. To this we must add these expenses 
which the average planter has to meet: 

Rent of land, $6; wear and tear to farm uten- 
sile, say $1; keeping horse, say $6; planter’s indi- 
vidual services, say $5. This means this acre to 
costabout $40, and made one bale of cotton 
which is at a cost uf abont 8% cents per pound. 

Thus we see that from his own authority the 
coinmissioner’s idea of fancy farming does not 
pay, and instead of costing 3%, cents this instance 
quoted by him has cost 8, cents per pound, 

This, we must remember, was'done by the inten- 
sive system of farming. 

Put the question to the cotton producers of the 
south, from Virginia to Alexico, what does !it cost 
you to make cotton, nine out of ten will tell you, we 
cannot make it for less than 8 cents and have any 
money left. 

Under the present system of farming—living on 
a credit, buying everything and producing cotton 
solely—facts of experience have convinced the 
south that her cotton crops cost about 8', cents 
per pound. 

It 18 tu be hoped that the newspapers will con- 
tinue to impress upon the people the necessity of 
a reduction in acreage. [I am, very respectfully,

Why There Isa Third Party. 

Our esteemed contemporary, The 
Nashville American, says that there are 
some reasons why the agricultural 
classes, above all others, should cultivate 
close allegiance to the democratic party. 

The American alludes to the tariff and 
class legislation of the republican party, 
and then remarks: 

The Ocala demands are as hostile to the de- 
mocracy of Jefferson and Jackson as is repub- 
licanism.

Government ownership of thé railroads and 
the telegraph are the logical sequences of re- 
publican principles. 

These and sundry like measures advocated 
by the Farmers’ Alliance would, if adopted, 
subvert and destroy all constitutional guaran- 
tees and safeguards, change the very nature 
o: our institutions, and in the end substitute 
for state authority the despotic dominion of 
the general government. 

This is a poor way to conciliate the 
farmers and convince them that they 
should stick to the democracy. 

The fact is, this is not a fair statement 
of the situation. The Ocala demands are 
not undemocratic, and they are not uncon- 
stitutional. Government ownership of 
railroads is not one of the Ocala demands. 
Government control and supervision of 
railroads was asked for at the Ocala con- 
ference. 

The alliancemen know the history of 
our government and they know that it 
has more than once loaned money to cor- 
porations and individuals, and sometimes 
without interest, and with no reasonable 
prospect of being repaid. They know, 
too, that the currency should be a medi- 
um of exchange for the pepple, and not 
be parceled out to national banks under 
restrictions which virtually amount to 
the financial outlawry of the farmers. 

In view of these facts The American 
should abandon its policy of talking 
down the alliancemen. Just such talk has 
already driven democrats into the third 
party. The new organization is the result 
of the bulldozing methods of certain 
democrats who have threatened to read 
the alliancemen out of the party. 

It seems that The American and other 
newspapers and partisans propose to con- 
tinue the same offensive and dictatorial 
course. They appeal to the alliancemen 
to remain in the democratic party and 
at the same time tell them that they are 
the enemies of the party and are making 
undemocratic and unconstitutional 
demands. 

The Constitution is more and more 
convinced of the wisdom and justice of 
its position.

Some weeks ago when Editor Godkin 
attempted to advance the interests of 
Cleveland by publishing columns of the 
vilest and most reckless statements about 
Senator Hill, people predicted that he 


would come to grief. It may be that the |

but the editor of The Evening Post cuts 
a sorry figure before the public so long 
as Colonel Cockerill continves to denounce 
his mendacity.

Trifling with Justice. 

Several months ago seven citizens of 
Darlington, Wis., lynched a desperate 
criminal. The lynchers were all men of 
good character, and popular sympathy 
was on their side. 

Last week these violators of the law 
were arraigned for trial. The defendants 
made no effort to combat the evidence 
against them, but through their counsel 
set up the astounding plea that they were 
individually and collectively insane on 
the day of the lynching. 

The prosecuting attorney was unable 
or unwilling to deal vigorously with this 
singular defense. He failed to impress 
the jury with the idea that it was absurd 
to suppose that seven citizens of sound 
mind suddenly, at a certain hour, became 
insane, and were forced by the same 
delusion to combine together to commit 
murder, all agreeing upon the victim. 
The result was that four defendants 
were discharged, and three were sent 
to the asylum, 

This was child’s play. It was trifling 
with justice. If the circumstances of the 
‘ase made the lynching acceptable to 
the good people of Darlington, it seems 
that they should have been able to pro- 
tect the defendants in a more manly way 
than by going through the farce of a 
sham insanity trial. But the affair shows 
that the law is regarded with contempt 
and openly burlesqued in some localities. 
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Rural Free Delivery. 


Free postal delivery in the rural dis- 
tricts may not be obtained from the pres- 
ent congress, but public sentiment is so 
overwhelningly in its favor that the 
extension will have to come before long. 

Free delivery in the country has long 
been a success in England, and here it 
will be self-sustaining or nearly so from 
the start. The Chicago News gives this 
counsel: 

Karmers and other residents of country dis- 
tricts should keep this request for free postal 
caciiver’ bevore their representatives in the 
heuse ard senate. They can gain their desires 
inthe near future if they show that agricul- 
tural communities are a unit in favoring free 
delivery. ‘The justice of the claim is more ap- 
parent than ever, now that the management 
of the postoffice department is rapidly ap- 
preaching a paying basis. Large improve- 
meuts in railway mail service are contemplat- 
ed The cities are clamoring for the exten- 
sion of postal facilities. Some enthusiasts are 
looking forward to a one-cent postage. 

Let the dwellers In country districts press 
their c!aims for the introduction of free postal 
delivery. They have a great advantage over 
the advocates of some other postal reforms in 
that their need is immediate and real. 

It involves no large outlay to begin with and 
it will cause no permanent drain on postal 
revenues. 

An organized demand for the new sys- 
tem coming from local and state socie- 
ties and conventions will be too strong to 
be resisted, and in two years at farthest 
we may expect to see the experiment in 
practical operation.

weigh. of melons for a distance of SVU or 
900 m:les. 

Mr. Fland, of Pelham, Mtcheil county, 
Georsza, was éalled by Mr. Craft to tes- 
tify as to what would be reasonable and 
What excessive charges on shipments. Mr. 
Hand las shipped 400 carloads of melons 
fn a season. He said that he wou.d con- 
sider 43.3 cents per hundred pounds for 
800 or S00 miles a high rate. It would 
be about ten mills per miie per hundred.

Rates on Oil, 

The second case taken up was the Gate 
City Cui Company against the East Tennes- 
gee, Virginia and Georgia, the Cincinnati, 
New Orleans and Texas Pacific, the Cin- 
cinnaci, Hamilton and Dayton and the 
Louisville, New Albany and Chicago. 

Judge Henry B. Tompkins and W. C. 
Glenn represented fhe oil company. Mr. 
Glenn conducted the case, Judge Tomp- 
kins being in Macon. 

The lawyers present for the defendants 
were George Hoadley, Jr., of Cincinnati, 
representing the Cincinnati, New Orleans 
and Texas Pacitic: W. M axter, counsel 
for the East Tennessee; Robert Ramsey, 
attorney for the Cincinnati, Jaamilion and 
Dayton. ° 

The complaint in the case was that the 
railroads charged freight on both barrels 
and oi! when oil was shippedin casks. ~The 
complainant set forth that more freight is 
charged on oil shipped in barrels than in 
tank cars and this was declared to be dis- 
crimination. In answer the defendants 
siatel that a tank car wilk carry 509,000 
pounds of oil. To carry that quanuty of 
oil in barrels would require two and a half 

ox cars. It would require three trains 
and three sets of train crews to handle as 
much oil in barrels as cun be hauled in 
one uain of tank cars. 

Underlying the question of discrimination 
in this particular case is the favoritism 
shown to the Standard Oi] Company by 
Tailroads. he Standard Oil Company 
owns tank cars and gets mileage on them 
and it enioys other advantages which other 
shippers do not. 

Trattic Manager Fitzgerald, of the East 
Tennessee, testified that his road owns no 
tank curs at all. The same rate, he said, 
is charged on all cars passing over his 
line. The same rate is charged on packages 
as on the contents in the case of wheat, 
Bugar, whisky, dry goods, as well as oil. 
It is the only practical way railroads have 


- to protect themselves. 


The average weight of a car of oil in 
barrels is 22,000 pounds, while a car of 
Oil in a tank car is 55,000 pounds.

The South Carolina Tax on Railroads. 

Charleston, S. C., March 24.—(Special.)— 
Argument was commenced in the United 
States court today on a motion made by 
the state to compel the railroads to make a 
retender of the taxes admittedly due the 
state. Attorney General McLaurin and 
Samuel Lord represented the state, and a 
host of counsel for the railroads. There 
was much argument and differences of 
views, during which Mr. Lord, of counsel 
for the state, charged that there was a 
conspiracy on the part of the learned coun- 
sel against the ignorant farmers who 
did not -understand legal technicalities 
when the original tenders were made. 
Finally argument was brought to an abrupt 
close by an entire change of tactics. ‘The 
state counsel admit the jurisdiction of the 
court to order the taxes paid into the 
court, and also to order the same paid over 
to the state. They ask the court, there- 
fore, to direct the railroads to pay the 
money direct to the state, thus saving the 
marshal’s costs. Judge Simonton said: he 
would hear argument on this point tomor- 
row at 10 o’clock, to which hour the court 
adjourned. 


The Mobile and Ohio's Fight. 

Mobile, Ala., March 24.—The case of 
Nichols against the Mobile and Chic rail- 
road which is a suit to oust the present 
directory of the road, came up for a hearing 
yesterday before Chancellor W. H. ‘Taylor, 
of this chancery division, at Marion, Perry 
county. When the case came on the direc- 
tors’ counsel moved to postpone the hearing 
of all motions filed by the stockholders on 
the grouna that the latter were in contempt 
of the injunction issued by the circuit judge 
at Montgomery, Ala., in holding an election 
for directors. Chancellor Taylor decided 
that the stockholders and directors elected 
by them were not in contempt, and that he 
would hear their motion to dissolve the in- 
junction. The motion to dissolve the in- 
junction against the so-called Mackey stock- 
holders has been taken up. These proceed- 
ings are regarded as a victory for’. the 
Mackey stockholders in the preliminary 
legal skirmish. 


Reduced Rates for Southern Iron. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 24.—(Special.) 
The railroads have conceded the demand 
of the Birmingham iron masters for re- 
duced rates on pig iron to points north 
of the Ohio river and a reduction of about 
fifty cents per ton will go into effect on 
March 28th as a result. No iron is now 
moving northward, shipments being with 
held till the new rate goes into effect. 
The reduction is believed by iron men here 
to make their position impregnable and it 
will be followed by a corresponding reduc- 
tion m the price of their product.

MARSHALL IS MAD, 


And Is Trying to Queer the Atlanta 
Team, 


BUT IT WON'T NEAR PAN OUT. 


Maskrey Signs Another Good Player—Ted 
Sullivan] Making His Team—Bir- 
mingham at Work. 


Is Al Marshall trying to queer the At- 
lanta baseball club. 

Just now it looks very much like he 1s. 
For some time this has been the talk in 
baseball circles, and yesterday a confirma- 
tion came from an unexpected source. 

Long before the Southern League was 
organized or even thought of this spring 
Atlantians had been discussing the possi- 
bility of a southern circuit, and among the 
entertaining debaters and eager listeners 
on this subject was Al Marshall, who 
figured quite prominently in amateur ball 
circles in Atlanta last year. 

Marshall was anxious for a league and 
the first meeting in Atlanta was the result 
of his canvassof the baseball lovers, In 
that meeting he was looked upon as the 
leader and to him and his judgement 
every one deferred. 

A careful consideration of the situation 
induced Atlantians to believe that a league 
could be formed, and a correspondence was 
opened with New Orleans, Mobile, 
Memphis and Macon, which  result- 
ed in the organization of the 
Southern League. Throughout that 
correspondence the Atlanta element had 
its eye upon Marshall, every one looking 
upon him as a leader. In all the meetings 
Marshall took part, manifesting a hearty 
interest and an anxious desire not only to 
see baseball in Atlanta, but to do all he 
could to promote it, 

In response to Atlanta’s invitation, the 
towns sent delegates to Atlanta, where the 
league was organized, and at that meeting 
Marshall was present and took an active 
part. 

When the league meeting was over, the 
Atlantians began working for an organi- 
zatiou in the Gate City. For scéme reason, 
Marshall took the sulks. He ceased at- 
tending the meetings and showed a decided 
lukewarmness toward the game. No one, 
however, paid any attention to this, and the 
work of raising the money went on just the 
same, every one, while working, thinking of 
Marshall as probable manager for the At- 
lanta team. 

But during the work rumors came to the 
Atlanta directory that Marshall was mak- 
ing unkind remarks about the organization. 
As the workers in Atlanta were plodding 
around trying to raise the $3,000 necessary 
to make the club a success, Marshall Was 
off on the road drawing a salary from the 
Clarke Comedy Company. When that com- 
pany struck Columbus, Marshall met an At- 
lantian, a baseball enthusiast, to whom he 
gave the Atlanta club a terrible roast. 

“Atlanta ain’t in it,’ said Marshall to 
the Atlantian. ‘“That crowd can't keep 
the game up and there’s no use trying. I 
can easily get the players 1 had last year, 
and then we'll fill their dates.” 

All this came to the ears of the Atlanta 
directory, but while none of the board for 
a minute doubted the correctness of the 
statement, every one was still anxious to 
see the voung man actively connected with 
the organization and thought there must 
be some mistake. 

With the story from Columbus still ring- 
ing in their ears the directory met and offer- 
ed Marshall the managership of the club at 
bigger figures thin he ever received in his 
life for ball playing. One of Marshall's 
friends who is ou the board of directors, 
Mr. Bickert, remarked during the meet- 
ing: 
“That's good pay and I think he'll take it. 
But if you raise it $10 dollars a month I'll 
give my promise that he will manage At- 
lanta.”’ 

The board hesitated awhile. Some one 
brougitt up -.at Columbus story, but every 
one laughed at it. 

“Marshall is an Atlanta boy,” said Di. 
retor Hart, “and for that reason I am in 
with Mr. Bickert.’’ 

“So am I,” said Vice President Postell, 
and all the others finally agreed. 

Mr. Bickert was then, by resolution, in- 
structed’ to close with Marshall at the fig- 
ures he, Mr. Bickert, had suggested. 

The next day Mr. Bickert turned up be- 
fore the board with a frown in the place 
of the smile that had played on his face at 
the former meeting. 

‘Marshall won't sign,” he said, “I have 
lost all influence with him.” 

Then for the first time the Atlanta di- 
rectory began to think that Marshall's 
head had been swollen. 

After that they refused to consider Mar- 
shall any longer and when Manager Mas- 
krey’s offer was received, he was unaui- 
mousey chosen to the important position. 
Everybody was delighted at the opportu- 
nity of securing such an experienced bail 
player and splendid manager as Maskrey, 
aud the more they see of Maskrey th bet- 
ter they like them. Every baseball lover in 
Atlanta believes the club made a ten-strike 
in securing him. 

When Maskrey came every § director 
took occasion to speak about Marshall aud 
suggest that he be given a chance. But 
because of the offer Marshall had received 
from the board and because of Marshall's 
statement that he would not wear an At- 
lanta uniform Manager Maskrey thought it 
useless to make him one. 

Soon after Ward, of Brooklyn, secured 
dates on the Atlanta grounds, Marshall was 
asked to help make out the exhibition 
games in an Atlanta uniform, but he most 
emphatically refused to take part unless 
he could play his club of last year as Mar- 
shall’s team. Of course Maskrey would 
not consent to that. Then when requested 
to let Maskrey have his uniforms for the 
games he refused. 

Day before yesterday Marshal! and Turn- 
er went to Macon. Maskrey had been try- 
ing to sign Turner for the box, but had not 
been able to come to terms with him. 

But after Marshall reached Macon, evi- 
dence of his animosity towards the Atlanta 
club came in the most direct and positive 
way. Jt was in the shape of a letter from 
a prominent paseball player of character. 
It said: 

“From what I have heard here, there 
seems to be an influence at work to em- 
barrass you ‘n collecting a team to play 
against us. ‘Two Atlanta players came 
here last night and one of them, Marshall, 
I believe is his name, seems to be sore over 
not being chosen manager in Atlanta, and 
I think he is using his influence to prevent 
other players appearing against us.” 

The officers of the Atlanta club refuse to 
say anything concerning Marshall’s actions, 
A director, when asked about the Macon 
letter, said: “We have nothing to say 
about that. Marshall seems to be mad at

That decision of Judge Andy Calhoun, in 
the case made against a Consolidated motor- 
man who cased the St. Patrick’s day pro- 
cession to halt a few minutes, is more im- 
portant than might appear on its face.

The attorney for the company 
showed that there had been no carelessness 
on the part of the motorman, but that the Is- 
sue was whether the procession should be 
delayed half a minute or the car ten or fit- 
teen minutes, this latter meaning the dis- 
arrangement of schedules and great annoy- 
ance to passengers on all parts of the nas. 

City Attorney Anderson, who was there to 
prosecute th: case against the motorman, 
acknowledged shat the car had the right of 
wav. Judge Calhoun’s decision is clear on 
that point, the only exceptiqgn in the proces- 
sion line being funcral processions.

THEIR DEBTS PAID. 


Freeman & Crankshaw Make a Con- 
promise with Creditors. 


JURORS STRIKE FOR §2 A DAY. 


A Decision That Affects Land Sales on 
Bonds for Title in Damage Suits 
Against the Consolidated. 


A settlement was reached yesterday be- 
tween Messrs. Freeman & Crankshaw and 
their unsecured creditors. Claims to the 
amount of $6,500 were settled, and holders 
of 90 per cent of the unsecured claims have 
agreed to settle on the same basis. 

The agreement was reached yesterday 
between Walter R. Brown, Culberson & 
Hunt and Bishop & McWhorter, represent- 
ing claims to the amount of $6,500, 
and Colonel Albert Cox representing 
the mortgagees and Freeman & Crank- 
shaw. 

The settlement was, in brief, a payment 
of 121-2 per cent cash, 121-2 per cent in 
notes endorsed by R. J. Lowry, 10 per 
cent in the individual notes of J. C. Crank- 
shaw and 10 per cent in the notes of 
Charles Crankshaw. 

The claims represented by the attorneys 
mentioned above have been settled, and the 
cash payment has been made. The claims 
were transferred to. Mrs. Leila P. Free- 
man, and the money was paid by her. This 
is the arrangement upon which nine-tenths 
of the unsecured creditors have agreed to 
settle, and which all will probably accept. 

The settlement leaves the affairs of the 
firm in better condition than appeared 
probable when the mortgages were fore- 
closed. In round numbers, the claims 
secured by mortgages amounted 
to about forty thousand dollars, 
and the unsecured claims to about the same 
sum. The mortgagees are: The Lowry 
Banking Company, the Merchants’ bank, 
Mrs. Leila L. Freeman and Mrs. Fanny 
Iverson. Their claims will probably be 
paid in full under the mortgages, and the 
settlement of the unsecured claims at 45 
per cent, on the above basis, makes the 
entire settlement cover nearly 75 per cent 
of the total indebtedness. 

The Jurors Kebel. 

There has been dissatisfaction among 
jurors in Fulton county since the commis- 
sioners reduced the pay of jurors from $2 
to $1 per day. The law requires that the 
grand jury shall recommend the per diem, 
and the grand jury for the fall term of 
Fulton superior court recommended $2 per 
day. The county commissioners, by advice 
of the county attorney, held that, as the 
recommendation did not come in the calen- 
dar year 1891, it did not apply to this year, 
but to 1893, which will be next year, by 
strict interpretation of. the law.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, March 24.—Spring-like weather and weak 
cables took the heart out of the wheat market early. 
The recovery near the close was on export buying re- 
ported from Minneapolis andelsewhere. While things 
were at about their worst the Cincinnati! Price Current 
statement was received and gave no encouragement to 
the bulls, remarking that the possibilities of the com- 
ing crop are considered equal to as large a production 
asany year prior to last. Prices tooka downward course 
from the start, opening anywhere from 81'4@8l\c, but 
sellers were numerous at the lower quotation. There 
was a decline tc 80\c,a rally to 81's, another slump 
heavierthan the first which carried the price down to 
80%c,and that was followed by asecond recovery to 81 s. 
About 12 o’clock trading was again around 80%¢ and 
after the advance last noted there were sales as low as 
80'4c, but during the last hour the price was fairly 
steady at 8lc. The close was at 80%c, or %c lower than 
it closed yesterday. 

A belief that there is a large May shortage in corn, 
that stocks are low and mostiy controlled by one house 
and a presumption that future receipts would be mod- 
erate with little improvement in grading started ru- 
mors of possible manipulation, and the shorts got ner- 
vous and covered freely. May opened at 38%c, sould at 
3544@38%c, up to 39\4c, off to 38%c and at 12 o’clock 
wosat36%c. The merket kept steady and firm during 
the last hour, May selling at 38% @39'4c, closing at 
S8'4c. From following the lead of wheat corn itself 
became the leader, and some of the steadiness in the 
former near the close was attributed to the strength of 
the latter. 

Oats exhibited considerable strength and the spurt 
that occurred in the corn market shortly before the 
close scored some of the shorts, and in their efforts to 
cover they forced May up to 284c, which was the last 
price named. June was nominally the same as the 
active future when the bell tapped.

Lamson Bros. & Co.’s Grain Letter. 
By Private Wire to A. P. Youngblood. 

CHICAGO, March 24.—The very favorable weather, 
lower cables, the bearish article in The Price Current, 
and the general wenk feeling that has prevailed during 
the past week caused a further decline in wheat today. 
The clearances yesterday were very large; today about 
400.990 bushels of wheas and flour reduced. The ex- 
port buying yesterday amounted to 750,000 bushels, 
and we should think about the same today. Notwith- 
standing our decline yesterday and today Berlin con- 
tinues to advance. the cause being attributed tothe 
fact that the Berlin speculators are well posted re- 
garding the outlook for the Russian and Prussian crop 
and that continues at present unfavorable. If the 
long looked for export demand, which seems to have 
set in in earnest, continues, the bears will not have it 
their own way much longer. The demand for corn 
and oats is very good indeed. There is a large short 
interest in May corn, and we do not consider their po- 
sition a very safe one. Navigation is liable to open 
about the 10th of April, and with the amount of ton- 
nage in port there may be very little corn left to fill 
contracts, and when the farmers are busy with farm 
work they are not anxivus to rush their grain to mar- 
ket in order to relieve the short seller. The domestic 
and foreign demand for hog product, especially short 
ribs, hams, etc., is increasing rapidly. It will require 
a liberal run of Hogs from the country to supply the 
demand without advancing prices. We notice contin- 
ued buying of cotton by conservative capitalists who 
are able to carry their purchases indefinitely. We 
think those investments are haying a healthy effect on 
the market, and it is only a question of time when 
there will be a favorable reaction in favor of holders.

AFRAID OF A VAMPIRE. 


The Dead .Suspected of Draining the Vi» 
tality of the Living. 

Providence, R. I., March 23.—A horrible 
suspicion has been put to the test in this 
city. The wife of George T. Brown died 
of consumption about eight years ago. Six 
years ago the oldest daughter suecumbed 
to the same disease, leaving the other mem- 
bers of the family in apparently good 
health. Shortly after a son was taken sick 
and went to Colorado about eighteen 
months ago, with the hope of recovering his 
health. During his absence the past win- 
ter another daughter, Mercy Lena, passed 
away after a few months of sickness. A 
few weeks ago the son came back to Rhode 
Island, and is now ecritieally ill. Since 
that time Mr. Brown has beer besieged by 
i number of people, who expressed implicit 
faith in the old theory that in some part of 
the bodies of the deceased relatives live 
flesh and blood might be found, which is 
supposed to feed upon the living who are 
in feeble health. 

Mr. Brown did not place much confidence 
in the old-time theory, and resisted their 
importunities until yesterday afternoon, 
when the bodies of the wife and two daugh- 
ters were exhumed and an examination 
had. Nothing but skeletons were found of 
the bodies of the wife and oldest daughter, 
and after examination of the body of Mercy 
Lena, which was buried nine weeks ago, 
the doctor reported the body in a state of 
natural decomposition. When the heart 
and liver were removed a quantity of blood 
dripped from them, but the doctor said 
this was nothing unusual. The heart and 
liver were cremated and the bodies rein- 
terred.

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MURDER OR WORSE. 


The Story of a Dark and Terrible 
Crime Comes from Coffee. 


ARTHUR QUARTERMAN SPIRITED AWAY. 


His Store Robbed and His Body Cannot 
Be Found—Murdered or Held for 
Bansom—Pools of Blood, 


Murder or held for ransom! 

Perhaps a case of kidnaping that will 
rival the famous case of Charley Ross. 

This is the news that came in a letter to 
Governor Northen yesterday from the wild 
forest region of Coffee county. Arthur 
Quarterman, one of the most prominent 
and respected men of Douglas, the county 
gent, was taken from his store Sunday 
night by an unknown mob, and three days 
of diligent search fail to reveal bis place of 
concealment. If he is dead, his body ean- 
not be found; if he is alive, he is out of the 
reach of his friends, and is doubtless held 
for ransom. 

There is not a word or sign to tell his 
fate, but that it is dark and cruel none can 
doubt who see the work of the malefactors, 
who first robbed his store and then took its 
owner away. 

Coffee county is a place for such deeds. 
In its forest wilds a man might be hid for 
a generation from the most diligent search 
of a posse. The land is low, and in places 
almost an interminable marsh. Douglas 
was far from railroad communication until 
last year, When the long silence of primeval 
forests' was broken by the whistle of the 
locomotive. It is in the sawmill and tur- 
pentine region, where the work is _per- 
formed by a transient class of laborers, who 
are often dissolute and reckless of human 
life. it is just the kind of a neighborhood 
where a Jesse James or a Rube Burrows 
might ply his avocation with comparative 
safety, and it may be that daring and des- 
perate men have chosen this locality for the 
execution of a kidnaping plot that will rival 
the dare-devil exploits of the western des- 
peradoes. . 

Three days’ search have failed to find 
his body. It may be in some marsh or con- 
cealed in some forest grotto. 

The story is brietly told in this brief let- 
ter, which, short as it is, bears the unmis- 
takable evidence of Quarterman’s hold 
upon the affection of the little community 
in which he lived. Few people in a country 
hamlet far out in the forest can afford 
te give $100 for any purpose outside of 
their own support, but the neighbors and 
friends of Arthur Quarterman have prompt- 
ly subscribed large sums to make up a re- 
ward for the arrest of the malefactors 
Who made way with him. 

The Lettec from the Citizens of Coffee. 

Here is the letter: 

Douglas, Ga., March 23, 1892.—To His Ex- 
eellency, W. J. Northen, Governor of Geor- 
gia. Dear Sir.—On last Sunday night, the 
20th instant, T. Arthur Quarterman, one of 
our best and most respected citizens of Doug- 
Iss, Ga., was taken from his storehouse and 
his store was robbed of all money and other 
valuables and his body taken away, and yet 
held in custody by the mob, or has been 
murdered. 

And we, the citizens of Coffee county, 
Fhose names appear below, offer a reward of 
ti25 for sufficient evidence to convjct “the 
guilty party or parties. 

And respectfully request your excellency to 
offer a reward for the apprehension of the 
guilty partv or parties. We, the citizens, 
further state that we have diligently searched 
the county and up to this time are unable to 
find any trace of his place of concealment.

Pearson, Ga., March 24.—(Special.)—Ex- 
citement over the disappearance of Mr. T. 
A. Quarterman 1s still intense througliout 
Coffee county, but as yet it has been im- 
possible to obtain any definite clue to the 
mystery. The incidents connected with 
it, as now gathered in full, are as follows: 

Mr. T. A. Quarterman, a merchant of 
Douglas, has, for a long time, occupied a 
room over his store as a bedroom. On last 
Sunday night some party or parties placed 
a plank against the side of the building 
and by this means gained access to the 
bed chamber while the occupant was asleep 
and robbed and probabjy murdered him. 

Mr. Quartermaa, failing to open his store 
at the usual hour Monday morning, attract- 
ed attention to the place and the plank was 
discovered against the house, bespattered 
With blood. An alarm was immediately 
given and upon investigation the room was 
found to be almost deluged with blood. 
Mr. Quarterman was missing and no trace 
of him has yet been found. His clothes 
were found in the room, but his watch, pis- 
tol, money and other valuables were gone. 

The missing man has many friends here 
and the news of his disappearance, with 
the attendant circumstances, has spread 
general excitement throughout the entire 
country. 

A brace of bloodhounds is said to have 
been secured and the animals set upon 
What appeared to be the trail of the mur- 
derers, The whole country is being scoured 
by parties of armed men but up to the 
present no reliable information has been re- 
ceived here of the finding of either the body 
or the murderers.
